Chapter 3 - State Bank Notes - (concluded) 

WARNER 

WARNER BANK, opened 1851 . Notes included two $1, two $2, $3, $5, $10, $20, $50, 
and $100. The $50 and $100 were like the Mechanics Bank of Concord. $1, $3 and $5 

notes have been seen. 100 scrip has been seen and 250 and 500 reported. The bank 

was closing out in 1867 . There was a Kearsage National Bank in Warner which issued 
notes dated Dec. 24, 1867 but that was apparently a different organization. 

WINCHESTER 

WINCHESTER EANK, opened 1847. Notes included $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, $20, $50, 
and $100 plus spurious $5 and $10. Latter shows man plowing and fake $5 shows figure 

pouring water from shell. Changed to Winchester National Bank, Apr. 29, 1865 . 

WOLFBOROUGH 

LAKE BANK, opened 1854. Notes included $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, $20, $50 and $100. 
None seen. The $1 notes were altered to $3, $5 and $10. Also a $5 note with Clay 
altered from another bank is reported. Changed to Lake National Bank May 29, 1865 . 

WOLFBOROUGH BANK, opened 1834. Notes included two $1, $1.25, $1.50, $1.75, 
three $2, $3 & two $5. There may have been others also. Some of the notes including 

a $1, the $ 1 . 50 , the $1.75, and no doubt the $ 1.25 have both name of bank and name 

of town spelled W0LFSB0R0. See inside cover. 

Supplementary List of Proof Notes 

George Wait of New Jersey who has one of the outstanding collections of obsolete 
paper money reported New Hampshire proof notes in his collection include the following: 

Dover, Cochecho Bank $3, same as or similar to Wismer # 83 . (May not be a proof) 

Keene, Cheshire Bank $5, same as or similar to Wismer #209. 

Lebanon, Bank of Lebanon $100, same as or similar to Wismer #262. 

New Market, New Market Bank, $2, same as or similar to Wismer #366 

$10, same as or similar to Wismer #369 

$20, same as or similar to Wismer #370 

$50, same as or similar to Wismer #371 

Portsmouth, Bank of New Hampshire, $50, same as or similar to Wismer #4l4 

(Most of these notes are mounted with a proof of the vignette thereon). 

Conclusion 

This concludes the series on State Bank Notes of New Hampshire, which was begun 
with the Fall, 1966 issue of Nonagon. However, your editor is working on a more de- 
tailed listing for the national Society of Paper Money Collectors, and would appreciate 
information on this subject which would help to make the work more complete and accu- 
rate. Please report any notes that you know of as many of those we have listed have 
not been seen, and we would like photos of each variety. Any club that would like a 
program on this subject is invited to contact Wayne S. Rich, Box 391, Concord, N.H. 
who has colored slides of many of the notes and will give an illustrated talk accom- 
panied by an exhibit of notes from his collection. 

The New Hampshire section of D.C. Wismer' s Descriptive List of Obsolete Paper 
Money was published in the Numismatist, April thru July, 1928 describes many of the 
notes. Information on counterfeit notes came from "Government Bank Note Reporter"of 
Dec. 1866 , which came to my attention recently.
